Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the prior art fails to 
teach an offset portion at the boundry surface between the first and second resin iayers. i-lowever, from claim 1 , the boundry surface is 
just an offset portion between the protruding portion of the second resin layer and a first resin layer spaced there from, of which the prior 
art shows a space between the protrusion of one layer and the other layer. There is no structural distinguishing feature due to the 
recitation of a boundy surface. That is just a surface between the two layers which is offset (i.e. spaced apart) at the protrusion portion. 
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
